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REGULATIONS 
UNITED STATES NAVAL ACADEMY. 

INTERIOR DISCIPLINE AND 
GOVERNMENT. 

I.— COMMAHDAHT OP MIDSHIPMEN. 

1. The CoLiimandant of Midphipmen is charged with the enforce- 
ment of the Regulations for Interior Diaeipline, und shall be aaaiated 
by line officers detailed tor tbe purpot*. 

n.— SEiriOB ABBISTAHT TO COMMABDAHT DP MIDBHIFHEIf. 

3. The senior aasistant to the Commandant of Midahipmen Bhall 
be charged with the administration of the mess hall, kitchen, and 
laundry, and with the cleanliness of the property in use in those 
pl»ce.. 

3. He shall be the senior member of the Board of Aadit of the 
JUidshipmen's mess accoante, 

4. He shall inspect and pass upon all uniforms and top clothing 
to be issued to midshipmen and bandsmen not enlisted, and shall 
keep the record of aoiform clothing ordered and accepted. 

6. Ho shall inspect charges for repairs made by the cobbler and 
the tailor. 

6. He shall keep the records of midshipmen in efficiency. 

7. He shall keep records of expenditures of midshipmen's ath- 
letic funds, and ahal! arrange for papers for reading rooms. 

8. lie shall make inspections o£ midshipmen's qtiartera and out- 
buildings belonging thereto, and shall notify tbe Commandant of 
Midshipmen of needed repairs. 

9. He shall have chai^ of the fire organization under the Com- 
mandant of Midshipmen. 
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III.— OFPIGEKS IN GHAKOE OF DIVISIONS. 

10. The other assistants of the Commandant of Midshipmen shall 
be known as "officers in charge of divisions." 

11. Each shall be assigned, as far as practicable, to a division of 
the brigade consisting of three companies, and be charged with the 
general discipline, neatness, and good order of his command. Im- 
mediately under their direction shall be the officers of the Brigade 
of Midshipmen, upon whose zeal and proper performance of duty 
the conduct of the midshipmen of all classes will largely depend. 

12. The officers in charge of divisions shall be present daily at 9.30 
a. m. in assigned rooms in Bancroft Hall to confer with the battalion 
and company officers, receive reports from them, and see that their 
duties are systematically and uniformly performed. They shall also 
make the regular forenoon inspection after 9 a. m. of the quarters 
of the companies under their commands. 

13. They shall report daily at about noon the condition of their 
divisions to the Commandant of Midshipmen, bringing to his notice 
infractions of regulations. 

14. On Sundays the inspection of rooms shall be followed by 
divisional inspections of the midshipmen before they are marched 
to divine service. 

IV.— THE OFFICEE IN CHAEOE. 

15. The officers in charge of divisions shall take the duty of 
Officer in Charge in rotation, according to seniority. The tour of 
duty shall l)e from 9.15 a. m. of one day to 9.15 a. m. of the day 
following. 

16. The Officer in Charge shall be responsible for the carrying 
out of the Naval Academy Regulations, and shall exercise a general 
supervision over the midshipmen and their quarters. 

17. He shall wear a sword and white gloves when on duty, 
except in the office and at meals. 

18. lie shall have duties and responsibilities similar to those of 
the executive officer on board ship, under the Commandant of 
Midshipmen. 

19. He shall use courtesv in his official intercourse with mid- 
shipmen, and he shall advise and direct them when it may seem 
necessary. 
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20. He shall be charged with the cleanliness of buildings and 
servants under his care. 

21. He shall attend formations as far as possible. 

22. He shall make such inspection of the brigade at morning roll 
call as is practicable. 

23. He shall inspect the mess hall and servants daily. 

24. At meals he shall enter the hall before the midshipmen, and 
he shall make an inspection after they have left the hall. 

25. He shall make an inspection of midshipmen's rooms of his 
own division after 9 a. m. and of all rooms at discretion. 

26. He shall regulate the temperature of the midshipmen'srooms, 
and shall see that they are not kept unnecessarily warm. 

27. He shall make frequent inspections of all parts of the quarters 
under his charge, guarding especially against fire. 

28. He shall not permit midshipmen to sit up or have lights 
after taps, except in case of illness or some extraordinary circum- 
stance. 

29. He shall not make, or permit to be made, on the daily con- 
duct report, scandalous or unusual reports against midshipmen. 
Such reports must be special and direct to the Commandant of Mid- 
shipmen; all reports made by midshipmen against other midship- 
men shall be sent through the Officer in Charge. 

30. Reports against all midshipmen of or above the rank of cadet 
ensign shall be referred to the Commandant of Midshipmen before 
being entered on the conduct report. 

31. He shall see that midshipmen are not reported for offenses of 
which they are not guilty or guilty in a less degree than charged. 

32. He shall not excuse midshipmen from formation or from the 
mess hall except in case of illness, nor shall he grant permission to 
change seats at meals except on rare occasions and for good reasons. 
On Saturday and Sunday he may allow midshipmen who have 
liberty to fall out after dinner and supper formations. 

33. He shall have resignations and dismissals published at for- 
mations before being delivered. 

34. He shall not publish at formation any order, nor allow it to 
be posted, unless signed by the Superintendent or the Commandant 
of Midshipmen. 

35. He shall keep on file the sick lists, details, and instructors' 
reports of the day. 
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36. He shall report each day on the efficiency and attention to 
duty ot the Officers of the Day and the midshipmen in charge and 
their aaaistants. He will also mark such other midshipmen as may 
show especial efficiency or lack of efficiency in their duties. 

37. He shall pass to his relief the names of midshipmen under 
punishment and the character of the punishment. 

3S. He shall inform the Commanding Officer of the Hartford 
whenever midshipmen have been piven permission to use boats. 

3B. He shall examitieand siini the journal before it is sent to the 
Superintendent. 

40. He shall see that entries are made in thejournalof theOfficer 
of the Day of the meeting and adjournment of courts and hoards. 

41. When the journal is returned from the offic* of the Superin- 
tendent the Officer in Charge shall at once examine it and shall call 
the attention ot his predecessor to any remarks entered therein. 

42. The Officer in Chai^ shall order reefers, mackintoshes, cap 
covers, and overshoes when necessary. Overshoes shall be espe- 
cially ordered for outdoor drills when the ground is very damp. 
Overcoats shall be ordered only on dress occasions, 

43. The keys of the following buildings shall be kept on the key- 
board in the office of the Officer in Charge, when not in use, and 
shall be under guard ot the orderly on duty : 

(a) Midshipmen's quarters, including kitchen, bakery and laan- 

( b) Bxterior master, tor all outside doors ot Seamanship Building, 
armory, chapel, library, gymnasium, and midshipmen's boalhoiiaes. 

44. Persons taking or returning keys must sign tor the same, 
entering the time of such taking or returning in the book provided 
for this purpose. 

T.— OFFICEBB IN OENESAL. 

4B, Officers attached to the Academy are on duty at all times, 
unless relieved by proper authority. They shall report to the Com- 
mandant of Midshipmen all infractions of the r^ulations that may 
come to their notice. 

46, It shall be the duty of every professor, assistant professor, 
academic officer, or any ladet officer or cadet petty officer, or in- 
structor, as well as every otlier officer slntioned at the Xaval Acad- 
emy, to promptly report to the Couimandant of MidiJhipmen any 
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fact wliich comes to his attention tending to iiKlicate any violation 
by a midHliipman or midsiiipmen of any of the regulations of the 
Naval Academy. 

47. Whenever it may be uecesaary to put Government quarters 
at the Academy in quarantine the occupants of anch qimrtere are 
forbidden to visit anv other Governnieut quarters, or to use the 
fiovernnient grounds during the continuance of the quarantine, 
unless specially authorized lo do so by the Superintendent or by the 
senior medical officer. 

48. All persons connected with the Academy are forbidden to 
visit qnarlers that are in quarantine uniesa specially authorized to 
do so by the Superintendent or by the senior medical officer. 

49. Whenever a court or board may be convened by order of the 
Superintendent the senior member shall notify the Officer in Charge 
of the convening and of the adjournment of such court or hoard. 

BO. Miiishipnien who are dismissed from the Naval Academy -will 
not he permitted to enter the grounds or visit quarlera or buildings 
of the Naval Academy without written piermission from the Super- 
intendent. 

BI. Whenever an orderly may be needed to attend on a court or 
hoard the senior member shall notify the officer commanding the 
marines, who shall make the necpssary detail. 

S2. No smoking shall he allowed in the grounds or in the public 
buildings, escept the officers' quarters and the quarters of the senior 
class of midshipmen. This regulation does not prohibit commis- 
sioned officers from smoking in their otBces in fire-proof buildings. 

B3. Families of officers, and all other persons residing within the 
academic limits, are required to observe such regulations as may he 
established for the preservation of public property, and officers shall 
enjoin this rule upon persons under their control or in their employ. 

S4. Whenever a leak shall be found in the wat«r or steam pipe 
of any building, the officer occupying the building, or the employee 
who may discover the leak, most immediately notify the foreman 
of the steam works. To prevent accidents, occupants of Government 
quarters must familiarize themselves with the method of turning oft 
the water or steam. 

80. No children shall be allowed in or alxmt the public buildings, 
and no servants, unless employed there ur sent there by proper 
authority. 



10 REGULATIONS OF U. S. NAVAL ACADEMY. 

56. Whenever an officer who occupies Government quarters at the 
Academy shall be detached he nmst ^ive due notice to the officer in 
charge of buildings and grounds of the day and hour when it will be 
convenient to have the furniture list of the house verified, and to 
give up the keys. 

57. Passes must be filled out in ink and bear the signature and 
rank of an officer, professor, or instructor. General passes are pro- 
hibited. Passes for (Tovernment property must be made out in 
accordance with the Navy Regulations. 

58. Leave of absence may be granted by the Superintendent to 
any officers, naval and civil, attached to the Academy, from the 
close of one academic year to the beginning of the next, provided 
that their services are not required, and at other times for shorter 
periods, at his discretion. 

59. Leave of absence not exceeding twenty-four hours may be 
granted by the head of any department to officers or instructors in 
his department; application for leave exceeding twenty-four hours 
shall be made to the Superintendent through the head of department. 

60. All officers, naval and civil, shall report their return from 
leave of absence to the officers from and through whom the leave 
was obtained. 

61. All officers and others obtaining leave of absence shall report 
to the Superintendent their intended place of residence, and any 
changes as they may occur. 

62. Reports of delintiuencies of midshipmen must l)e made in 
writing to the Commandant of Midshipmen, and must l)e signed by 
the officer making the report; they shall state the class and division 
of the midshipmen reported, using separate sheets for separate 
divisions. 

63. Blanks for reports may be found in the office of the Officer in 
Charge. 

64. Midshipmen shall not go to the house or office of any officer 
to make a complaint or request in greater numbers than three at a 
time, and then only after obtaining written permission from the 
Superintendent through the Commandant of Midshipmen. 

65. No midshipman shall address an officer or instructor who has 
reported a delinquency on the subject of such report without per- 
mission from the Superintendent; and officers shall not converse 
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with offenders on the subject of such reports without permission. 
This does not apply to officers in the Department of Discipline. 

66. Midshipmen are forbidden (a) to loiter about the entrance to 
officers' quarters except when on liberty; (b) to go to the entrances 
of houses occupied by officers between 9.30 and 10 p. m. 

VI.— INSTEUCTOES. 

67. Instructors shall apply to the heads of their respective depart- 
ments for library books wanted for professional use in the department. 

68. Instructors are required to inspect the furniture of the section 
rooms immediately after recitations or examinations. 

69. At examinations, practical work and recitations, where mid- 
shipmen may be excused when their work is completed, they shall 
not be allowed to leave except in squads of at least eight; the senior 
one, or one designated by the instructor, shall take charge and 
march the squad to quarters, conforming in all respects to the regu- 
lations governing sections returning from recitations. Those remain- 
ing at the end of the period shall be similarly formed in a squad or 
squads and marched to quarters. This does not refer to midship- 
men who may be on duty, who shall return to their posts immedi- 
ately upon being excused. 

70. Instructors shall not allow midshipmen to address them on the 
subject of marks without permission of the Superintendent. 

71. Instructors shall not allow midshipmen to leave the section 
room, except in cases of necessity, and a longer absence than ten 
minutes shall be reported to the Commandant of Midshipmen. 

VII.— OBOANIZATION OF BBIOADE OF MIDSHIPMEN. 

72. The brigade organization shall be as nearly as possible that 
of a naval brigade. 

73. The brigade shall consist of two battalions of six companies 
eacli, to be designated the first and second battalions. 

74. For purposes of discipline and drill each battalion shall be 
divided into two divisions of three companies each, to be designated 
the first, second, third, and fourth divisions. 

75. For practical exercises the ])rigade shall be subdivided as may 
be necessary for detailed instruction. 

76. The brigade shall be commanded by the Cadet Commander.

77. The brigade staff shall consist of a brigade adjutant, who 
shall be the ranking cadet lieutenant, and of a bri)|^e chief petty 
officer, whn shall be the ranking petty officer. 

78. Each battalion ghall be commanded by a cadet lieutenant- 
commander. 

79. Each battalion staff shall consist of a battalion adjutant, who 
shall be the ranking cadet lieutenant (junior grade) of hia battalion 
and of a battalion chief petty officer, who shall be the ranking petty 
officer of his battalion. 

80. The battalion commander and staff of the first battalion shall 
rank above those of the same grade in the seoonU battalion 

81. Each company shall be commanded by a cadet lieutenant, 
with one cadet lieutenant (junior pradej and one ladet ensign as 
asgistanta, in charge of the first and second sections, respectnely 

82. Company officers and petty officers shall take rank in their 
own grade by companies as follows: First, seventh, second, eighth, 
third, ninth, fourth, tenth, fifth, eleventh, sixth, and twelfth com- 
panies. 

88. There shall be assigned to each company eight petty officers, 
tour first-class petty officers and four eecoiid-claes petty officers. 

84. Midshipmen shall be cjuartereil anil messed hy companies as 
far as possible. 

Yin.— F0BMATI0H8, 

88. Formation of midshipmen in ranks, without arms, shall con- 
form strictly to the Drill Regulations, except as herein specified. 

88, General formations without arms shall be by companies, un- 
less otherwise ordered. 

87. Movements of midshipmen in ranks shall lie in "quick time" 
(120 steps to the minute). 

88. The six senior petty officers in each company, in order of 
rank, shall act as first, second, third, fourth, fifth, and sixth petty 
officers, respectively; other petty officers shall take their places in 
the ranks of their respective sections. 

89. When cadet officers, or petty officers, are absent from infantry 
drill, instruction, or dress parade, their positions shall be filled by 
the officers and petty officers of their respective companies in the 
order of rank. Midshipmen of the higher classes shall be assigned 
as acting petty officers whenever the number of petty officers in a 
company is reduced below six. 
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90. With the exwpHon of the fiiBt Bud Eecond petty uffiters, 
(adet officers ami petty officers of companies shall not he replaced 
at formations and iDspections without arms in case of temporary 
ahsence. The senior cadet officer, or petty officer, jirepent shall 
command the company at auch times. 

91. The companies shall be carefully aod repeatedly eized in ac- 
cordance with the Drill R^ulatione for Infantry. Midshipmen ehal! 
always take the places assigned them in ranks. The front rank of 
each company shall, as far as practicahle, be composed of midBhip- 
men of the higher classes. 

92. When a formation call is sounded, midshipmen shall proceed 
at once to the designated place, form in two ranks, facing to the front, 
and preserve steadine^ and silence. 

98. The asBemblyshallbetheforoiation call for breakfast, dinuer, 
supper, drill, and all battalion formations; other calls shall remain 
as at present. 

94. The signal to begin (he muster (a short blast of the bugle) 
shall be given four minutes after the formation call. 

95. Midshipmen not in ranks at the second call shall be reported 
late, and shall fall in the line of tile closers until the muster is com- 
pleted, when tliey shall be ordered into ranks by the first petty 
otHcer. The third and fourth petty officers shali report all late 
midshipmen to the first petty officers. 

96. Midshipmen arriving after the muster is completed shall be 
reported absent by the same petty officers. 

97. Midshipmen who have been excused from a formation are 
forbidden to witness that formation or to be men. within the grounds 
in the vicinity of that formation. 



98. Divisions will be formed on the terrace over the mesa hall, 
facing the bay; the second and fourth divisions in rear of the lirst 
and third, respectively. 

99. The brigade commander shall take post on the extension 
between the steps leading to mess hall, and the battalion com- 
manders in front of their respective battalions. 

100. The companies shall form in numerical order, the lirst and 
fourth companies being on the right of the first battalion, tbeseventh 
and tenth companies on the right oE the second battalion. 
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101. The divisions shall form with an interval of two paces 
between compani- s preparatory to muster. 

102. Officers shall take post in accordance with the Drill Regu- 
lations. 

103. While precision shall be observed at these formations, every 
effort shall be made to form and dress the battalions as rapidly as 
possible. 

FOR MUSTER. 

104. The second call having sounded, the first petty officers shall 
immediately (^all the roll. Midshipmen shall answer " Here" in a 
tone just loud enough to be heard by the first petty officer. Inter- 
vals shall be left in ranks for midshipmen who are absent until the 
muster is completed, when the ranks in each company shall close 
in quickly toward the center of the battalion by the side step. 

105. During the muster, company commanders shall inspect 
their companies. 

106. The muster having been completed, the first petty oflScer 
shall command: 1, COUNT; 2, OFF, and complete the left squad. 

107. The company being formed the first petty officer faces to 
the front, salutes the company commander, reports the company 
formed and takes his post. 

108. The alignment is then to be rectified by the company com- 
manders on the right center company of each line. 

109. The battalion commanders seeing the divisions of their re- 
spective battalions aligned shall face about, battalion adjutants taking 
post to the right and rear. 

110. The brigade adjutant, seeing the battalions formtMl, shall face 
about and report the brigade formed to the brigade connnander, who 
will direct the adjutant to publish the orders, or to take his post. . 

111. The orders having been published and the brigade adjutant 
having so reported, the brigade commander commands, "Take your 
post, sir," and directs the battalion commanders to take charge. 

112. The brigade adjutant takes post in accordance with the 
Drill Regulations. 
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TO MARCH TO THE MESS HALL. 

113. Each battalion commander shall then march his battalion 
in column of squads to the mess hall. 

114. Battalion commanders shall precede their battalions into 
the mess hall; company commanders shall precede and the junior 
company officers shall follow their respective companies into the 
mess hall. 

FORMATIONS FOR CHURCH AND INSPECTION. 

116. The brigade shall be formed in line on the court and ter- 
races northwest of and facing Bancroft Hall. 

116. The brigade shall be mustered and formed in accordance 
with the Drill Regulations. Ranks shall be opened and the brigade 
reported ready for inspection to the senior assistant to the Com- 
mandant, who, after the inspection is completed, shall direct the 
brigade commander to close ranks. Ranks being closed, the bri- 
gade commander commands '* Church parties fall out — fall into the 
front." 

117. Midshipmen belonging to church parties shall fall out to 
the front and fall in on the court, to the rear of the brigade com- 
mander, in charge of their respective leaders, and be marched off 
after the brigade, returning to the court for dismissal. 

118. The companies shall then close quickly toward the center 
of the brigade, the alignment shall be promptly rectified by the 
company commanders, and if necessary the companies shall ** count 
off." 

119. The brigade shall then be marched off in column of squads 
to the chapel. 

120. The brigade and battalion commanders and staffs shall 
occupy the front center seats. Company commanders shall arrange 
seats for themselves, their junior and petty officers with their 
respective companies, so that proper order shall be maintained 
during divine service. 

121. The choir and Catholic Church party shall fall in and be 
inspected by the Officer in Charge before being marched off by the 
senior midshipman present. 
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125. At the hours stated in the routine the bu^le aball be 
Bounded and at the ^ame time a, ^ong shall be rung on each floor 
and in all recitation buildings. Four niinntee later the bugle shall 
sound one blaijt and gongs shall ring on each floor. At this last 
signal the muster shall begin, and as soon aa completed leaders of 
sections shall report to the midshipman charged to receive reports 
of flbaenteeB, and shall then march their sections off at onee. 

1S3. Leaders shall give necessary commauds; the leader shall 
march on the flank of the section, and the second leader shall 
march at the head of the section. Sections und sijuads shall march 
in columns of squads when practicable. 

124. Midshipmen shall form on the terraces opposite their 
respective wings facing Bancroft Hall, the first classmen of the first 
battalion on the left, anil of the second battalion on the right, the 
other classes in order of rank. 

126. Fnr Fir^l Ballalion.— The Officer of the Day, Armory Wing, 
shall station himself on the left flank and receive reports of 
absentees from the left half of the line of sections. The midship- 
man in charge of first floor, Armory Wing, shall station himself at 
or about the center of the line and receive reports from the right 
half. 

126. For .^txtnd BoitaWoj..— The Officer of the Day, Gymnasium 
Wing, shall station himself on the right flank and receive reports 
of absentees from the right half of the line of sections. The mid- 
shipman in charge of first floor, Uymnaeium Wing, shall station 
himself at or about the center of the line and receive reports from 
the left half. 

137, Sections returning from recitation shall he dismissed on 
reaching walks leading to wing doors. 



128. Formations for drill shall be the sameas tor sections except 
wheu two or more classes of the same battalion have the same 
drill they shall fall in by companies in front of the wings in which 
they are quartered. The senior cadet oflicer or squad leader will 
be in charge of the company or part of company. The companies 
and class squads shall march to drill separately in thesami 
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as sections to recitations, except when an entire battalion or the 
whole brigade is to fall in. In that case the formation shall be the 
same as for church. 

129. When a detachment arrives at its place of drill the com- 
mander shall report it to the instructor and receive further orders 
from him. 

FORMATIONS IN BAD WEATHER. 

130. For mess. — The first and third divisions shall form in the 
wide corridor, ground floor of their respective wings, and the second 
and fourth divisions on the first floor immediatelv above. The first 
and third divisions shall march through the covered way leading 
from the center of their respective wings to the mess hall. The 
second and fourth divisions shall march to the mess hall bv the 
passage through the center of Bancroft Hall. 

131. For recitations. — First and second class sections shall form 
in wide corridor, ground floors of their respective wings. Third and 
fourth class sections in first-floor corridor. The Officer of the Day 
shall receive reports of absentees on lower floor, and the midship- 
man in charge of first floor those on his floor. 

132. For drill. — First and third divisions on lower floor; second 
and fourth divisions on first floor. The Officer of the Dav shall 
receive reports of absentees on lower floor, and the midshipman in 
charge of first floor on his floor. 

IX.— CADET OFFICEES AND PETTY OFFICEES. 

133. The brigade cadet oflicersand petty officers shall be on duty 
at all times and are at all times responsible for the drill and the 
maintenance of good order and discipline in their commands, 

134. They shall prevent or suppress all disorders and infractions 
of the rules and regulations of the Naval Academy, when cognizant 
of them, and report the same to the proper authorities. 

136. Cases about which they may have reasonable doubt shall 
be referred to the commissioned officers of their divisions who will 
determine what action shall be taken. 

136. They may have their rooms policed and beds made up by 
attendants. 
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137. Cadet oflicera phall be selmled from the senior iilaas. 

138. Tlie eaciet offlt'ers are expe<:t<!d to realize fully the iocreaeed 
resiMint^ihility placed upon them, and by their strict attention to 
duty to r^how themselves worthy of the trust accorded, and thereby 
maintain the tilandard of diacipline at the Academy, as well as pre- 
pare ihemeelveH for the greater responsibilitiep foon to be enpoun- 
tereii in tbe service at lar^. 

139. Cablet oEBeers may icive orders to the midshipmen in charge 
of floors when iiece»iaryin emergency to jireserve discipline, but any 
such order shall be reported to the ttflicer in Charge at the earliest 
possible moment by the one giving it. Bad judgment in interfering 
with the regular routine shall be a punishable offense. No general 
ordfre phall ever be passed by any midshipman without proper 
authority. 

140. Reports against cadet officers shall be special and shall be 
referred to the Commandant of Midshipmen and not entered on the 
conduct report 

141. Cailet officers, brigade and battalion chief petty officers 
have the privilege of visitinft other rooms duringstudy hours within 
the limits of their respective commands. 

142. The reveille and taps inspection shall be made by the com- 
pany officen?, to see that all absentj^s are accounted for and regu- 
lations complied with. 

143. Tlie Cadet Cummander. — Under ttie Officer in Chaijire, he is 
charged with the maintenance of order in the building. He is 
empow ered to make mspections i f rooms at such times as he may 
deem necessar) and upon such occasions shall report all infractions 
of disciplme to the nffli,er m Chai^ He may order any midship- 
man to his quirlcr III II i h uses hewill immediately report 
his action an I tl I r I r t the Officer in Charge. 

144 The I I I krs —They shall be the senior

149. At dinner formation a midshipman of the senior class shall 
be detailed from each battalion for duty as Officer of the Day, begin- 
ning at 7.30 p. m. of the same day and continuing tor twenty-four 

IfiO. A midshipman in charge and an assistant shall also be de- 
tailed for duty on each floor. These details shall be for the same 
poriod as that of the Officer of the Day. 

ICl. So change in the detail shall be made except by authority 
of the Commandant of Midshipmen. 
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152. Recjuests for a change of duty shall be in writing. 

153. F^xcept at meals, the Oflficer of the Day shall wear a sword 
and white gloves, and the midshipmen in charge and assistants 
white gloves. 

164. During his detail, a midshipman is always on duty unless 
regularly relieved. 

155. Midshipmen on the detail shall prepare themselves for duty, 
and immediately after taking charge shall read the regulations gov- 
erning the same and all orders in their order book. 

156. They shall be responsible for the order book and shall turn 
it over to their reliefs. 

157. Midshipmen on duty shall not visit the room of any mid- 
shipman except officially. They shall knock and remove their caps 
before entering an occupied room. 

158. They shall at all times during their tour of duty conduct 
their intercourse with all persons in a strictly official and military 
manner. 

159. They shall be excused from drills and recitations during 
their tour of duty. 

160. They may be allowed to study during their tour of duty 
when it does not interfere with a proper performance of duty; but 
reading or writing for any other purj)ose is forbidden. 

161. They shall report to the Officer in Charge when going on 
duty and also when coming off, at which latter time they shall 
submit written reports of all delinquencies that may have come 
under their observation while on duty. 

162. They shall report at once any serious breach of discipline 
or offense that may come to their notice. 

163. They have no discretion in reporting infractions of the regu- 
lations. 

164. They shall be responsible for all unnecessary soiling of the 
walls, ceilings, paint work, and floors, and for any damage to gov- 
ernment property under their charge. 

OFFICERS OF THE DAY. 

165. The officers of the day shall courteously receive all strangers 
and civilians who may visit the Academy and apply to them for 
information. 
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166. They shall at all times enforce the regulations and report all 
infractions thereof. 

167. They shall be present at all formations, shall superintend 
drill and section formations, receiving the reports of absentees, and 
shall seek and send to drill or recitation the absentees not accounted 
for. 

168. They shall cause all calls and signals to be sounded at the 
proper times, and shall carry out the routine. 

169. They shall enter in the order book all new orders to the 
officers of the day issued during their tour of duty. 

170. They shall supervise the books pertaining to absence from 
the building and see that the entries are correctly and neatly made. 

171. They shall keep a record of those midshipmen who have 
been granted special privileges during their tour of duty and the 
nature of the same. 

172. The officers of the day shall arrange and prepare for the 
cadet adjutant all orders to be published at general formations. 

173. They shall, during the absence of the Officer in Charge, 
assume his duties, and shall not during this time leave the office or 
immediate vicinity, except in case of absolute necessity. 

174. They shall not sign passes or permits to take out boats. If 
these are required during the absence of the Officer in Charge, they 
shall be sent to him for signature. 

175. They shall attend dancing drill in their own battalion and 
shall preserve order there. 

176. The Officer of the Day of the first battalion shall check up 
the reports of a})sentees immediately on their receipt; he shall note 
opposite each name the cause of absence and initial each report; 
these reports shall be turned in to the Officer in Charge at 7.80 p. m. 

177. He shall take charge, at meal formations of those under 
arrest. 

178. He shall keep the journal, submitting the rough notes to the 
Officer in Charge for approval before being relieved and shall sign 
same by 7.50 a. m. of the following day. 

179. He shall enter in it the date, the state of the weather and 
direction of the wind throughout the day, the readings of the barom- 
eter and thermometer, the drill and its character, and the following 
events whenever they occur: Target practice, with a note of the 
projectiles used; the visits of public functionaries of high rank 
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or positinn, and the eeremoniea attending tlieir reception; tiie 
beginning, continuance, and end of semiannual and annual exam- 
inations; diamissals and reeignationa; cases oF suepennion and reetoni- 
tion to dnty; conlinement and release of midshipmen, and other 
incidents of importance. 

180. His relief shall copy the smooth journal and talce it to the 
Superintendent's office by 9 a. m. daily, except 8unda,y. 

181. Tlie Officer of the Day of the second battalion shall prepare 
and check up rough reports and deliver them to the midshipmen in 
charge of first and third floors, to l>e entered on the divisional 
conduct sheets.

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Sec. 2. That so much of the acts approved June twenty-third, eighteen hun- 
dred and seveiity-louT, and March third, nineteen hundred and three, as requires 
the Superintendent of the United States Naval Academy to convene a court- 
martial in all cases when it shall come to the knowledge of the said superintendent 
that any midshipman has been guilty of the offense commonly known as 
"hazing," and declaresthe finding of a court-martial so convened, when approved 
by the said superintendent, final, and directs that any midshipman found guilty 
by such court-martial shall be summarily dismissed from the said academy, 
and also all other Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the present Act are 
hereby repealed, and that the offense known as "hazing" may hereafter be 
proceeded against, dealt with, and punished as offenses against good order and 
discipline and for violartion and breaches of the rules of said academy.

That the Superintendent of the United States Naval Academy may, in 
his discretion and with the approval of the Secretary of the Navy, cause any 
midshipman in the said academy to be tried by court-martial for the offense of 
hazing, as provided by the act approved June twenty-third, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-four, and such court-martial, upcm convictirm, may sentence .such 
midshipman to any pu*ii.shment authorized by the said Act or by the Act 
approved March third, nineteen hundred and three, or authorized for any viola- 
tion or breach of the rules of the said academy by the said rules, or, in cases of 
brutal or cruel hazing may, in addition to dismis.sal, sentence such midshipman 
to imprisonment for a period not exceeding one year: Provided, That such mid- 
shipman shall not be confined in a military or naval prison or elsewhere with 
men who have been convicted of crimes or misdemeanors; and such finding and 
sentence shall be subject to review by the convening authority and by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, as in the cases of other courts-martial. 

Sec. 4. That the offense of "hazing." as mentioned in this Act, shall consist of 
any unautliorized assumption of authority by one midshipman over another 
midshipman whereby the last mentioned midshipman .shall or may suffer or be 
exposed to suffer any cruelty, indignity, humiliation, hardship, or oppression, 
or the deprivation or abridgment of any right, privilege, or advantage to which 
he shall ))e legally entitled. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of every professor, assistant i)rofessor, academic 
officer, or any cadet officer or cadet petty officer, or instructor, as well as every 
other officer stationed at the United States Naval Academy, to promptly report 
to the superintendent thereof any fact which comes to his attention tending to 
indicate any violation by a midshipman or midshipmen of any of the provisions 
of this Act or any violation of the regulaticms of the said academy. Any naval 
officer attached to the academy who shall fail to make such report as provided 
in this section shall be tried by court-martial for neglect of duty and if convicted 
he shall be dismissed from the service. Any civilian instructor attached to the 
academy who shall fail to make such re[>ort as provided in this section shall be 
dismissed ])y the superintendent of the academy upon the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

Sec. 6. That this .\ct shall take effect from the date of its approval. Imt no mid- 
shipman now connected with the United States Naval Academy shall, by reason 
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of its enactment, be punished for any offense iieretofore committed otherwise 
than in pursuance of the sentence of a court-martial (if, by existing law, such 
sentence would be now necessary for such punishment) or punished more severely 
than is now by law allowed for any offense heretofore committed: Provided, 
That any midshipman now in said Naval Academy may waive his right to trial 
by court-martial under existing law for any offense of hazing heretofore com- 
mitted and may accept punishment under the ])rovisions of section two of this 
Act.

I writing, for such absence; nor shall any midshiptnaii be neglectful 
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of his sliidieB or other duties, or iimtttntive in the performance 
thereof.

229. All immorality, disorder, negligence, or misbehavior, ot 
which midshipmen may be guilty to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline, though not herein expressly mentioned, ia 
prohibited, 

230. Midshipmen having cause of complaint f^inst any person 
attached to the Naval Acadeniy may make it known in writing to 
the Superintendent, through the Oommandant oC Midshipmen. 

231. Jin any investigation made, by order of the Superintendent, 
it shall be the duty of a midshipman to answer questions as to facta, 
within his knowledge, no matter who, eseept himself, may be 
incriminated by his answers, and refusal to answer is deliberats 
diBol)edienceof orders. 

332. Any midshipman on duty must answer all questions of a 
superior officer relating to offenses committed by anyone during 
his tour of doty. 

238. Midshipmen on duty are required to

234. Midshipmen are required to treat always with due reapet't, 
officers, instructors, noncommissioned officers on guard, and sentries. 

235. Watchmen and maslars-at-arrns, when on duty, shall be 
considered as special poUce officers; and as such have authority to 
suppress disorder and make arrests, taking the offenders to the Office' 
inChai^. While in the dischai^of their duty they will be treated 
with proper respect by all midsliipmen.

248. No midshipman shall sell barter exchai^ or alter an> 
article of uniform or prescribed outfit except by authorit\ of the 
Commandant of Midshipmen. 

S4B. Midshipmen are forbidden to write Ufifn or to deface in 
any way the chairs, desks, or tables used b\ them

361. No pereoii shall mark, deface, or injure in any way the 
buildiiigB, walis, trees, or other puhlit jiroperty within the academic 
limitH, or post any placard or notice except by authority; nor shall 
they wilhont proper authority remove or tranfiter any public prop- 
erty. Injury to publie property aball be made good hy the person 
causing it.

Midshipmen are forbidden to go on the ice on Chesapeake 
Bay or any of its tributaries or inlets, either when on liberty or 
otherwise, unless special permission be granted by the Superintend- 
ent or Commandant of Midshipmen. 

265. Midshipmen are forbidden to sit, lounge, or loiter around— 

(n) The main doors or the entrance steps to Bancroft Hall. 

(6) The entrances to officers' quarters except when ou liberty. 

(e) The entrances of houses occupied by offli^ers between 9.30 
and 10 p. m., except when granted leave to act as escoit for hops 
or balls. 

S58. Midshipmen are prohibited from visiting any rooms that 
are occupied by coaches or the instructor in physical training, 
except by pernaiseion of the officer in charge, 

357. Midshipmen are prohibited from riding or being in vehi- 
cles within the Academy grounds, or elsewhere, except by permis- 
sion of the Commandant. 

2B8. Midshipmen are forbidden to be in company of ladiefl 
after 9.30 p. m. in the Academy grounds, 

268. Midshipmen are forbidden to visit the following places 
within the acadeinic limits: 

(a) Interior courts, kitchen, bakery, laundry, and storerooms in 
basement of Bancroft Hall. 

(b) Carpenter and j)aint shops. 
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(c) Yard steam works and its mdoi^uret^. 

(d) Stables itnd indoaures. 

(e) The storeioomB of the general storekeeper. 
(/) The Superintend en t'p garden. 

[g) Alleyways in rear of officers' quarters. 

(A) Roof or central portion of Bancroft Hall above fourth floor. 

(i) Marine barracks or camp, except officer*' quarters. 

(j) Except at autbori/ed times, or without (wrmiasion from 
proper authority; Mess hall, section rooms, armory, seamanship 
building, buildings under control of heads of departments, veaseis 
attached to the Naval Academy, vessels lying at the wharf tempo- 
rarily, pay office, and offices of the general storekeeper. 

260. Midshipmen are forbidden to loiter at or around the gates 
of tbe Academy, or to go to a wharf at the Academy while an ex- 
cursion steamer is lying there. 

361.. Midshipmen, passing in or out of the grounds, shall use 
the main gate and no other. When going to and from the Govern- 
ment farm, tliey shall use the bridge from the Academy grounds to 
the same, 

262. The Catholic Church party will use gate No. 2. 

263. No midshipman shall visit a patient in the sick quarters 
without permisaion of a medical officer and the tjfficer in Charge. 
Midshipmen and other visitors shall conform to the police regula- 
tions of the sick quarters. 

S64. No one except those specially authorized by these regula- 
tions shall bandleordistribute the mail, packages, or express matter, 
aor shall they loiter in the vicinity while mail or express matter is 
being sorted or diatrihuted. 

265. Midshipmen shall not play on a musical instrument, make 
any noise, or talk loudly, during study hours; or sit up after taps; or' 
move from the room assigned them; or enter an unoccupied room; 
or use an attendant tor any purpose whatever during working hours; 
or be allowed out of their rooms after taps, except in case of urgent 
call of nature, 

266. Any midshipman who shall marry or who shall be found 
to be married before graduation from the Naval Academy shall be 
dismissed the service, and no midshipman shall marry after gradua- 
tion escept by permission of the Secretary of the Navy. 
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267. Before entering any room or building, except on duty, or 
taking advantage of wiy privilege, and immediately after being 
plaued upon the sick or escused list, or given any punishment or 
placed under arrest, midehipmen shaH make tbemeelves familiar with 
the regulations governing their (conduct under Buch circumstances. 

368. A midshipman under punishment of deprivation of recrea- 
tion shall not leave hia room except during the time absolutely 
necessary to attend religious services, recitations, meals, and drills, 
and to answer calls of nature. 

369. No midshipman under suspension or arrest shall exercise 
command of any sort, or go to entertainments, or visit the house or 
office of any officer unless sent for. In case of business he shall 
make known his object in writing, but he shall not apply for the 
usual indulgences granted midshipmen. The suspension of cadet 
officers and petty ofiicere includes the provisions of the above articles. 

870. The usual studies shall not be discontinued by midshipmen 
undergoing any of the above punishments except when placed in 
Bohtary confinement, during which time they shall not attend reci- 
tations and drills. 

871. Any breach of confinement is a grave military offense, and 
shall be punished accordingly. 

272. The rules for military etiquette are founded on custom and 
tradition, and their strict observance forms an important factor in 
the maintenance of discipline. It must be thoroughly understood 
at the outset that these evidences of respect and courtesy are to be 
observed equally by all officers and men in the naval service, the 
junior to be the one to take the initiative. 

373. It should be the first duty and pride of a midsliipman to 
learn, and to conform to, the customs and traditions of the naval 
service. 

374. Midshipmen, in uniform or not, when meeting, jiassing, or 
addressing his commanding officer, or an oflicer his senior in rank, 
whether in uniform or not, shall salute him. An officer saluted 
shall return the salute. Where several officers are together in uni- 
form the senior only shall return the salute. 

27S. Professors and instructors appointed from civil life shall 
receive the same salutes from midshipmen as commissioned officers. 
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276. PersuDal salutes imd other marks of respect due their rank 
shall always be extended to ofhi^ers of the Army and Marine Corps, 
oBicera of foreign naval or military services, when in uniform or 
when recogoiised. 

277. Salutea must be given at all times, day or night, when near 
enough to reci^nize a senior or his vmitorm. 

978. Failing to extend the proper salute or carelessness in doing 
BO is an act of disrespect. 

978. Midshipmen escorting ladiea, or meeting oiiicera escorting 
ladies, are not to he excused from extending the salute due to the 
passing officers. 

380. On all occasions midshipmen will oliserve toward their 
seniors a spirit of deference and courtesy. 

281 . It is not practicable to define all the occasions when courtesy 
should be extended, but every midshipman should be governed by 
the desire to pay that respect to age and seniority which obtains in 
the official and social intercourse between naval officers and gentle- 
men. A manly, officer-like, and self- respecting demeanor while 
extending respect and courtesies is invariably noticed and com- 
mended. Such action is a characteristic of good manners, breeding, 
and training. 

382. They shall rise, uncover, and stand at attention while theOffi- 
cer in Charge, Officer of the Day, or niidshipiiian in cfiai^ of floor, 
is in their rooms on duty. They aball salute cadet officers and mid- 
ahipmen on duty when addressed by or addressing them officially. 

S83. Midshipmen shall always salute the colors when passing over 
the side in visiting or leaving a ship and reporting to the Officer of 
the Deck or his representative; also whenever the quarter deck is 
reached from forward or from Ijelow. The Officer of the Watch 
returns such salutes. 

284. Midshipmen shall salute the national colorsand those of for- 
eign nations, when carried by organized bodies of men. They shall 
rise and stand at attention when the national air is being played. 

886. At morning and evening "colors," when not so employed as 
to render it imprarticahle, all persons present helonging to the Navy 
shall face toward the colors and salute as the ensign reaches the 
peakortmck in hoisting or the taff rail or ground in hauling down. 
. Midshipmen marching in ranks shall be halted and faced toward the 
GoloTS by the midshipman in charge, who shall make the salute. 
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S86. When meeting aa officer tlie salute aliall be reDdered at 6 
paces before pacing or being passed by the officer, unlefs the nearest 
point reached is greater than 6 and not more than 190 pacea, in which 
ease the salute ahall be given at the point nearest the officer. 

287. The salute pr^eribed by regulations and taught at drill must 
alwaj-a be made correctly and smartly; raise the hand quickly, glance 
toward the officer saluted, stand erect in the position of attention 
and keep the hand at the cap until the salute is tetumed. When 
seated, rise upon the approach of an officer. Do not resume the seat 
until the officer saluted has passed. 

288. When overtaking an officer, and for any reason it becomes 
necessary to pas him, the salute shall be given when abreast of him 
and the midshipman will ask "By your leave, sir." 

289. If indoors and uncovered, rise and stand at attention nntil 
the officer has passed. The hand salute, under these clTcumstaaces, 
is not made. Do not lonnee in the presence of a superior officer. In 
going to and from formations, whether inside the quarters or not, 
the salutes as prescribed above shall always be made. 

290. On an athletic field, those midshipmen actually engaged in 
athletic sports are not required to salute officers who are pacing. 
When a regular match game of football or baseball is in progress, 
midshipmen occupying the grand stand are not required to rise and 
salute passing officers. All other midshipmen in the vicinity will 
salute in acconiance with the above rules. 

291. In addressingor when addressed by an officer or midshipman 
on duty, always salute. Stand at attention during the conversation 
and salute when it is finished. 

292. Ifarmed with the rifle, make the "rifle salute," and if with 
drawn sword, make the salute prescribed in the manual of the sword.' 



293. When in ranks, the midshipman in charge alone salutes. 

294. When the roll is called in ranks, answer "here " in a re- 
spectful tone, loud enough to be heanl by the person calling the 
roll — no louder. 

296. In "counting oS," speak in a low and proper tone, only 
lovid enough to be heard by the man nest to you in ranks and by 
the cadet officer in cliarge of the division or ecjnaci. 
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296. Wheu in ranks at a halt, stand perfectly steaiiy and look to 
the front. When marching, carry the body erect and rigid on the 
hips, with arms hanginij; and swinging naturally. Laughing, talk- 
ing, or any other disorderly conduct in ranks is etrictly forbidden, 

297. Kever answer back in ranks nor attempt to give any iufor- 
mation or make explanations nr excuses, unless you are asked to 
do 80, 



398. It ia particularly required that midshipmen of the fonrth 
dass shall give constant attention to their bearing and gait in order 
that they may acquire a proper military carrit^. They are en- 
joined to be strictly attentive at the "setting up" and "physical 
drills," which are designed to correct physical defects as well as 
careless habits in standing and walking, 

209. Midshipmen are cautioned to be military in their bearing at 
all times, whether in ranks or not. They must always stand, walk, 
and sit erect, and he particular to avoid all alouchiness or a sham- 
bling, unniilitary gait. Military bearing is taught at drill, but it 
must be practiced at all times. 

300. Themethodof standing-and walkingproperly will befound 
in keeping the Imigs filled, the chest thrown out, the body erect and 
rigid on the hips, and the chin drawn in — the last is particularly 
neceeeary. Midshipmen who take pride in giving proper attention 
to these points will soon find it easy and natural to carry themselves 
In a military manner. It shall be the duty of cadet olficers and 
petty officers to see these instructions carried out. 



301. In addresatngan officer or a midshipman on duty, to make a 
report or request, always preface the remark with the word "sir" — 
thus: "Sir, I report for duty;" "Sir, I would like permission to go 
to the store," etc. The word "sir" ia a military expreaaion and 
ehoold always be used in connection with "yes" or "no" when 
converBing with seniors or with midshipmen on duty, 

SOS. When a name is called by an officer or by a midshipman on 
dnty, answer "Sir" or "Here, sir." 

808. When a verbal order ia received, answer "Aye, aye, air," 
salute and executo the order promptly; on the double if necessary. 
To a question anawer " Yea, sir," or "No, sir." 
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304. All orders coming through a. midshipmHn on duty, a. cadet 
officer or petty offiter, are official and mtist be obeyed accordingly. 

306. A message conveyed to an officer or midshipman by a mes- 
eet^r from the Superintendent or Commanda:it of Midshipmen, 
requiring his attendance, or the sending of any book or paper, or 
anewer to a communication, shall be regarded as official. 

306. In official intercourse between or in reference to midship- 
men the title "Mr." shall be used. 

307. In all official communications in writing, the title "Mid- 
shipman," and not "Mr.," shall be used. 

308. In all official intercourse with their Heniors, or with each 
other, midshipmen shall be careful to use proper language. The 
use of slang terms will be reported as disrespect. 



309. Except where there is a special countersign, boats shall 
vary their answer to a ship's hail, according to the senior officer 
who may he in the boat, as follows: 

(a) Flag officer: "Flag." 

(6) Chief of staff if not in command: "Fleet." 

(«) Captain: The name of the ship under his command. 

(rf) Other commisHioned officers: "Aye, aye." 

(«) Otherofficers: "No, no." 

i/) Enlisted men and marines: "Hello." 

(g) Boats not intending to go alongside will answer: "Passing." 

310. Steamboats approaching a ship, when a flag or pennant 
is not displayed in the bow, shall sound the steam whistle as follows: 

Four short blasts for Gag officer. 

Three short blasts for commanding officers or chief of staff. 

Two short Wasta for other commissioned officers. 

One short iilaat for all others. 

811. Salutes shall be exchanged between boats meeting or pass- 
ing each other, as by the annexed table. Ho junior shall pasa a 
senior without permission. 

312. The junior will always Bftiute first, and the senior will re- 
turn the salute. 

313. Officers of the Army and foreign officers in boats shall 
always Ije saluted when recoynized. 
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314. OflScers in uniform, but without flag or pennant flying, or 
when in civilian's clothes, shall be saluted with the hand only. 

316. Coxswains in charge of boats shall always rise and salute 
when officers enter or leave their boats. 

316. Boat keepers and all other men in boats not underway and 
not containing an officer shall, when boat awnings are not spread, 
stand and salute when an officer comes alongside, leaves the side, or 
passes near them, and shall remain standing until the boat passes or 
reaches the ship's side. If boat awnings are spread they shall salute 
with the hand without rising. 

317. Men working over the ship's side do not salute, but con- 
tinue their work. 

318. At morning or evening colors, boats passing near a United 
States vessel shall salute as follows: 

319. Pulling boats by lying on oars, and steamers by stopping 
engines. Coxswains of pulling boats will stand and salute, and 
members of crews of steamers outside the canopy will stand and 
salute, facing toward the colors; 
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321. At landings and gangways, juniors shall give way to sen- 
iors, and at all times juniors shall show deference to their seniors by 
abstaining from crossing the bows of their boats, crowding them, or 
ignoring their presence. 

322. Midshipmen, when sailing for pleasure, shall, when within 
such distance that they can see and recognize an officer's face in 
another boat, salute with the hand, all midshipmen in the boat 
saluting together. If rowing or steaming, the hand salute shall be 
made by the coxswain and all midshipmen passengers. 

323. When in boats on official business, midshipmen shall com- 
ply with the above instructions. 

XII.— BABBEB. 

324. The barber shop shall be open daily, Saturday and Sunday 
excepted, from 8 a. m. until 12 m. and from 2 p. m. until 4 p. m. 
On Saturday from 8 a. m. until 12 m. and from 1.30 p. m. until 
4 p. m. 

326. Midshipmen shall obtain permission of the Officer in Charge 
before visiting the barber shop during study hours, and not more 
than eight midshipmen shall be allowed in the shop at the same 
time. 

326. Midshipmen of the first and fourth classes shall visit the 
barber shop only on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays; those 
of the second and third classes only on Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays. 

Xin.— BOATS. 

327. The midshipmen's boathouses shall be open for midship- 
men during recreation hours and at no other time. 

328. Only officers, midshipmen, and rowing coaches will be 
allowed within the boathouses during recreation hours. 

329. During other hours visitors may be allowed in them if 
accompanied by an officer. 

330. Midshipmen may obtain permission to use boats from the 
OflBcer in Charge. This authority must not be delegated to the Officer 
of the Day. 

331. Midshipmen owning canoes shall not use them without 
permission of the Officer in Charge. They are prohibited from 
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using craft of any kind not anthorized by the Commandant of Mid- 
sbipmea, and they shall not go upon the water after Bunset. 

3S2. When penniEeion in granted to nee a steam launch or oth^ 
boat, the following inetruttions shall be strictly adhered to: (1) A 
landing shall not be made outside the aj.'ademic iitnite. (2) At least 
seven midshipmen shall be required for a crew of a sailing cutter, 
five for a sailing or steam launch or Cheaapeake canoe, three for a 
half rater, and two for a catboat. One of the crew shall be detailed 
to take chaise of and be responsible for the boat. 

333. The boat shall be properly secured on its return, and shall 
be &> reported, by the midshipman placed in chaise, to the Officer 
in Charge, 

834. Each boat shall have its recall painted on the stern board, 
and the midshipman in charge shall never go out of signal distance of 
the ITaTlford without expresa permission. A lookout ehall be kept 
for the recall imm the Hartford, and when it is seen the boat shall 
be brought at once to the wharf. 

33fi. During the academic year, sailboats belonging to the Naval 
Academy shall be reserved for the exclusive use of midshipmen 
during recreation hours. 

336. During study hours these boats may be used by officers and 
others attached to the Naval Academy, and their families, tinder the 
following conditions: 

((() ComraiBsioned officers and civil attaches of the acJidemic 
staff, and competent skilled adult members of their families, may 
use the Ijoate, informing the boathouse keeper of their intention to 
do so. 

{b) The Odicer in Chai^ shall use his discretion in granting 
permits to inexperienced persons, and shall always consider the 
state of the weather in issuing permits. 

(e) When the weather is such as to make boat sailing danger- 
ous, the boathouse keeper shall report to the Officer in Charge for 
instructions as to whether the boats are to be permitted to go out. 

337. The Mmmandiug officer of the Hartford BhaU be informed 
whenever authority has been granted to midshipmen to use boats. 
He is authorized to recall boats, at any time, if he deems it advisable.

838. The conipaay oi^iiiza.tioa will be the boEie of the fire bill. 

839. Copies of the Hre bill shall be kept posted in conspicuous 

S40. ExercieeH at fire quarters shall take plaice at euuh times aa 
the Commandant of Midshipmen shall iHrect. 

341 . The fire alano shall be at all times the rapid ringing of the 
bell, the blowing of the steam siren, and sounding the gong in 
Bancroft Hall; the locality of the fire being indicated by one or more 
strokes of the bell and blasts of the siren and the rattle and googs 
shall be the si^al for abandoning Bancroft Hall. 

XV.— OBODSDB. 

342. Thegroundsand buildin»!S of the Acaijemy shall be under 
the special charge of an assistant to the Suiwrintendeiit. 

343. The Academic limits include the grounds within the walla 
south of College Creek, the wharves, and the public ships rar>ored 



844. On Saturdays, Sundays, Wednesday afternoons, and on holi- 
days, midshipmen notreatricted may cross the bridge from the Acad- 
emy grounds to the Government farm. Only those who are entitled 
to liberty can enter or pass the comity road which crosses the farm, 
and they must report theirgoing and return to the Officer of the Day, 
aa uiion regular liberty, 

346. Midshipmen are torbidden to visit the following plates 

I within the Academic limits: 
a. Interior conrta, kitchen, bakery, laundry, and storerooms in 
basemcAt of Bajicroft Hall, 
b. Carpenter and paint shopi'. 
c. Yard steam works and its inclosures. 
d. Stables and inriosnres. 
e. The storerooms of the general storekeeper. 
f. The Superintendent' a garden. 
' g. Alleyway in rear of officers' quarters. 
h. Roof or central portion above fourth floor 
i. Marine liarracks, camp, and in closure, except nflnera' quarters 
j. Except at authorized times, or with permii-aion from proper 
authority: Mess ball, serfion rooms, armory, bmldings under con- 
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trol of heads of departments, vessels attached to the Xava! Academy, 
or any vessel lyiHR at the wharf temporarily, pay office, and offices 
of the General Storekeeper. 

346. Midfihipmea are forbidden to loiter in and aronnd the gate- 
ways of the Academy, or to go on any wharf at the Academy while 
ail excursion steamer is lying there. 

347. They are prohibited from loitering in front of officers' quar- 
ters, or going to the entrances of the same, escept when on liberty. 
They are prohibited from leaving the immediate vicinity of their 
quarters or going to the entrances of oHicers' quarters or sick quar- 
ters between 9.30 p. m. and taps. 

348. During study hours niid»«hipmen passing through the 
grotinde for any purpose, except when on the sick liat, will be con- 
sidered as in ranks, and shall conform to the rules for uiidshipiiien 
marching in a hody. 

349. Midshipmen passing in or out of the grounds shail use gate 
No. 3, and no other gate, except the Catholic Church party on Sun- 
days. Wheo going to and from the Goveniment farm, they shall 
iise the bridge from the Academy grounds to the same, 

3B0. Enlisted men, laborers, and mesa-hall attendants shall use 
gate No. 3. 

861. Crossing the graas is forhidden except on recreation grounds. 

353. No person shall mark, deface, or injure in any way the 
buildings, walls, trees, or other public property within the academic 
limits, or post any placard or notice except by authority. Injury to 
public property shall be made good by the person causing it. 

XVI.— aYMNASniM. 

363. The gymnasium shall be used only by midshi]imon and 
officers and their families. 

364. It shall he used only by midshipmen during all rei'reation 
hours; by officers and their families at such times and under such 
regulations as may be prescribed. During drill and recreation houta 
visitora will be admitted to the gallery only, and must be accom- 
panied by an ofRe-er. 

366. No ladies or children shall be allowed on the ground fliwr 
of the gymnasium. 

360. No one shall be allowed to exercise on tl)e gynn]a.^iinii Hoar 
without gymnasium shoes. 
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357. No one shall be allowed to use or handle any apparatus in 
the use of which he has not had instruction. 

358. No disorderly conduct shall be permitted in the gymnasium. 

359. Midshipmen maybe assigned lockers in the gymnasium for 
their athletic clothes. They shall be responsible for the keys of the 
same and must turn them in before the close of each academic year. 

360. No exercise shall be allowed in the gymnasium during the 
half hour after each meal. 

361. The boxing master shall be present in the gymnasium dur- 
ing the hours assigned to the midshipmen for the use of the same. 

362. The swimming tank shall be used by midshipmen during 
the academic year, and by no others. 

363. Midshipmen are forbidden to use the swimming tank ex- 
cept by permission of the Officer in Charge. 

364. The swimming instructor shall be in attendance at stated 
times for instruction. 

365. Midshipmen shall not enter the tank for swimming during 
the half hour after each meal. 

XVII.— LEAVES OF ABSENCE. 

366. During the academic year leave of absence will not be 
granted by the Superintendent to any midshipman except in case 
of urgent necessity. 

• 367. Applications of midshipmen for leave of absence on account 
of ill health shall be accompanied by a certificate of the senior med- ^ 
ical oflBcer. 

368. When a midshipman absent on leave is prevented by ill 
health from returning to the Academy, he must, on the first day of 
each month, transmit a certificate of the state of his health to the 
Superintendent, which shall be signed by a medical oflBcer of the 
Navy when practicable; but should there be none in the vicinity, a 
resident physician of the place must sign the same. 

369. All persons granted leave of absence shall keep the Super- 
intendent informed of their addresses.

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XVm.— LIBRARY, 

370. The library shall be under the BUperyision ni a committee 
eompoB«l of the liDrarian and two members of the academic board 
designated by the Superintendent at thebcginuingof each academic 
year. 

371. The committee Bha,ll recommend the purchase of books for 
the library, and shall have charge of the arrangement of l>ooka and 
catalogues, aud of the exchange and disposal of duplicates and un- 
desirable books, atibject to the approval of the Superintendent. 

372. During the acadeaiie year the library shall be open, except 
on Sundays and holidays, from 9 a. m. until 6 p. m. Unring the 
remainder of the year, the library shall be open at such hours as the 
Superintendent may designate. The librarian or an a^istant shall 
always he in the library when it is open. 

373. The privileges of the library are granted to all niidship- 
men. They may visit the library during recreation for the purpose 
of reaj]itig and drawing books under the provisions of succeeding 
paragraphs, hut not with the object of holding conversation or of 
meeting friends. 

374. Midshipmen shall not draw books for each other. When 
sick, they must send a written request for any book wanted. 

375. No unbound numbers of periodicals shall be issued to mid- 
shipmen. 

376. No midshipman shall keep any book longer than one week 
without renewal, or have in his possession more than one volume 

377. Any midshipman who shall wilifidly mutilate any book, 
number of a jieriodieal, or paper, or who shall, without proper au- 
thority remove from the library any hook, periodical, or paper, 
shall be made the subject of a special report to the Superintendent. 

378. No book or periodical shall he drawn from the library with- 
out the knowledge and presence of the librarian 
sistanta, and aii entry thereof shall be made in all cases. When 
returning a book or periodical, care shall be taken to uiention the 
name of the person to whom it is charged. 

879. None but persons connected with (he Academy and the 
immediate families of naval oflicetE residing in Annapolis, and such 
other persons as maybe authori7.e(! by the Sujierinteiident, shall 
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take booka from the library. Permiaaion to uae the library is 
not trariEferable outside of the immediate family of the authorized 
pereon. 

380. All books taken from the library ahall be charged to the 
head of the family, and not more than eight volumes shall be 
charged tci one account at one time. Elach unboun<i number of d 
periodical shall be regarded be a volume. 

381. Books may be kept four weeks and periodicals uiay be kept 
one week. At the end of that time, if not specially wanted, Ihey 
may be renewed for the same periods. Bequests to renew in ad- 
vance or to reserve books shall not be granted. 

3BS. Heads of degiartmentfi shall not be limited in the number of 
professional books they may ta,ke for use in their departments, but 
all books thus taken shall be renewed as other books. 

383. Instructors ahull apply to the heads of their respective 
departments for library books wanted for professional use in the 
department. 

884. Books may be renewed by oral or written message. 

880. The last number of a periodical shall not be taken fromtho 
library unless it be a duplicate. 

386. No library book or periodical shall be loaned or trans- 
ferred from one aceomit to another, or taken beyond the limits of 
Annapolis. 

387. Persona leaving Annapolis for seven days or longer ahall 
return all library books in their possession before departure. 

388. All library books and periodicals shall be returned to the 
tibraiy not later than tbe last day of the academic year, and no 
books or periodicals shall be taken from the library until the Mon- 
day following graduation day. 

388. Any marking or writing in library books or periodicale, 
except by the librarian or his assistants, is expressly prohibited, 
ira of the press shall not be corrected, but shall be reported 
to the librarian. 

880. Auy book lost, mutilated, marked, or injured in any way 
shall be replaced or repaired at the discretion of tbe librarian, and 
at the expense of the person in whose family the loss or damage 
occurred, or to whom the book was chained. 

891. Children and youths shall not be permitted to remain in 
the library during the recreation hours of the midshipmen. 
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382. Quiet and decorum shall be strictly observed in the library 
by all peraoiiB. 

393. Library books shall not be used as text-hooks. 

394. Midshipmen are forbidden to enter the librarian's office. 

395. The librarian is charged nith the observance of these 
reRulations. 

XIX.— MAIL, 

398. Mail shall not lie removed from the office of the Officer in 
Charge except by the assistants to the midsbipinen in charge of 

397. No person except the aesietants to the midshipmen in 
charge of floors shall handle or distribute midshipmen'B mail, unless 
so authorized by the Officer in Charge. 

398. In forwarding packages, photographs, etc. (other than let- 
ters), by mail, midshipmen shall write their names ami room ntim- 
beraon the outside wrapper, to enable the mail carrier t« ascertain 
to whom the articles belong in case the postage is insufficient. 

399. All packages addressed to midshipmen must be placed in 
charge of the Officer in ('harge and delivered by him in person. 
He will direct the midshipman lo whom the package is delivered 
to report whether or not It contains contraband articles. 

400. To facilitate the i^rtiug of mail, midshipmen will request 
their r^ilar correapoudeiita to put the numl>erM of their rooms on 
all mail matter, 

XZ.— H£B8 HALL, 



401. The Ollicer in Charge shall president meals, and, ai 
by the cadet officers and petty officers, shall maintain decorum in 
the mess hall, 

402. A seat at mealp shall be assigned to each midshipman, 
which he shall not change without permission. 

403. When the midshipmen have entered the mess hall before a 
meal, the cadet commander, when directed by the Officer in Charge, 
shall give the order, "Seats." Thirty minutes shall be allowed for 
breakfast and supper, and forty minutes for dinner. At the end of 
this time the cadet commander shall give the order, "Rise;" the 
companies shall be inarched from the hall, and the doors shall be 
closed. 
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404. Cadet officers in charge of tables shall correct any breacli 
of good manners or decorum, reporting offenders, if necessary. 

405. Midshipmen Bhall not ieave the mess hall without per- 
miseion, nor by other than the west center door. 

406. Midshipmen shall dre^ with care for meals. 

407. It is forbidden to indulge in loud talking, singing, or any 
unnecessary noise at the mess table, or to carry reading matter into 
the mess hall. 

408. Throwing food or any missile in the mess hall shall be con- 
sidered aa ungentleinanly conduct and he reported as such. 

409. Midshipmen are strictly forbidden in any way to mutilate 
or deface napkin rings or mess furniture. Midebipmen breaking 
artictea oC mess outfit sliall sign for them in the book provided for 
the purpose. 

410. No midshipman shall introduce any person into the mess 
hali without permission of the Officer in Chai^. 

411. The inspecting officer and his aids' shall report any sloven- 
liness, wastefulneBB, or breach of decorum. 

412. No article of food or furniture sbaJl be taken from the mess 
hall. 

413. No articles of food or furniture shall be introduced into the 
mesa hall except those provided by the iMramissary. 

414. No extra meals shall be served in the mees hall except by 
permission of the Commandant of Midshipmen; and no meals shall 
he served in the rooms except in cases of illness, and then only by 
(direction of the Commandant of Midshipmen, and in strict accord- 
ance with the diet list prescribed by the medical officer. 

416. Midshipmen absent on leave for a week or more, on giving 
noticeoftheirintendetl absence to the senior assistantto the Com- 
mandant of Midshipmen, shall receive credit on the mesa account 
for the time of absence. 

416. Complaints inr^ard to the qnantity or quality of food, the 
cooking, or the inattention of servants, shal! be made to the Officer 
in Charge, who will, in his discretion, report them to the Coniman- 
dant of Midshipmen. 

417. Uponentering the mess hall, midshipmen shall march io the 
places assigned them and stand, facing their chairs, in the position 
of attention, and preserve silence until I he Cadet Commander gives 
the command ''Seats." At the conclusion of the meal the bell will 
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be Bounded, at which midshipmen shall pu§b back their chairs and 
then keep alienee until the Cadet Commander givee the command 
" Rise," at which midehipmen shall rise promptly and replace their 
chairs at the tables. 

418. Immediately after the order "Eiae," at break fast, the order 
" Parade rest" shall be |;iven, atn'hich midshipmen shall take that 
position, facing the chaplain. After prayere, the order shall be 
given, "Attention, Marc ii out." 

419. The companies will then l>e marched out in succession in 
command of their senior cadet officer. Midshipmen are to be dis- 
missed as soon as the rear ot their companies pa^ the doorway of 
mees hall. 

4S0. Midshipmen shall not loiter about the doors when march- 
ing ont of mess hall. 

421. In case orders are to be published, they shall be read aft«r 
the bell sounds and before the command "Rise." 

XXI,— MIDSHIPMEN' 8 ftUAHTEHB. 

422. Midshipmen's rooms shall be ready for inspection at any 
time from 7.50a. ui. until eveningroLl call, arranged in tbe following 



(a) Floors carefully swept and free from spots, with a rug in 
front of each bed, 

(6) Walla free from cobwebs and s]iota. 

(c) Steam heaters and light fixtures clean. 

(d) Book shelves dusted and free from articles not connected 
with studies. Books to be systematically arrangeil on tlie book 
shelves, against tbe wall, backs to front, titles up, largest books at 
the ends. If shelves are not adequate they stiall be similarly 
arranged on top shelves in tbe closet. 

Gramophones, magazines, and papers to l)e stowed on shelves 
with books. 

(ej Wardrobes 4 inches from walls or casings and doors closed, 
except at inspection, when they shall be opened by the owner, 
whose name shall be placed on the center of the wardrobe above 
the doors. The contents of the wardrobe shall be neatly arranged 
with towels, sheets, pillowcases, spreads,, clothes bags, and splashers 
on upiier shelf; bottles, shaving gear, writing material, letters, 
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papers, brushee, soap, box of einall articles, sewing kit, neckties, 
neckerchiefs ou tiie second shelf; shirts, coUara, cutEs, handker- 
chiefs, gloves on the third shelf; drawers, undershirts, socks, night 
clothes on fourth ehelf; working clothes, le^tngs, white hats, knit 
caps, jersey, and sweater on fifth shelf; blacking kit, etencil kit, 
patent-leather shoes and slippers in pairs with heele against back of 
wardrobe on aistb shelf; dreaa clothes, if folded, and sword belt on 
upper shelf of the hanging side; athletic uniforms, base and tennis 
balls, extra white clothing, and artitlee not specifically provided 
for, shall be placed on bottom o£ wardrobe on hanging side. 

All articles of the same kind are to be carefully and neatly plased 
in one pile, with folded edges in line. Only small boxes tor sewing 
materials, collars, cuffs, writing paper, and small trinkets will be 
allowed in the wardrobe, and they must be without covere. 

Drawing instruments and materials on top of wardrobe; tennis 
rackets, musical instruments and skater on top of wardrobe. No 
other articles to be kept on wardrobe. 

Drawing board between side of wardrobe and wall. 

(J) Blue clothing, rain coats, and caps shall be hung in the I'loaet. 
Whit« clothing shall he stowed in the wardrobe. 

{p) Soiled clothing, in the clothes bag, shall be hung in the closet 
on the hooks farthest from the door. 

(/() Beds about 6 inches from the wall and neatly made, with 
aides and lower end of coverlet tucked under lower mattress, and 
lower sheet covering head of mattress. The upper sheet to be 
tamed back, covering blanket. 

On Saturday morning all bed linen shall be removed for the 
laundry, the mattreasett folded once, blankets to be neatly and 
separately folded so that the folds shall be about the width of an 
ordinary pillow and piled at the head of the bedstead in the fol- 
lowing order, viz, mattresses, blankets, and pillows. Study jacket 
to be folded lengthwise across foot of bed. Beds ahail be made 
down with clean linen between supper and warning call. 

Blankets not in use shall be folded full length between the upper 
and lower mattresses. 

(i) Tables directly underthe light pendant, with only such books 

are in pse at the time; papers neatly arranged, inkstand and 
mucilage bottle in the center. Table drawers to be neatly arranged. 
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(j) Chaira, one for each occupant, placed beaide tbe table when 

(k) WaKhatands jila^^ed against the wall and kept clean, with 
washing furniture in place, and nothing else on the washatantl. 
Towels neatly folded and hung upon the racks. Slop jar at the side 
of each washstaud. Looking-glass over the washstaud, ('lean and 
free from dust. Broom in corner, near washatand, handle up. 

(0 Study jftcketa, when not in nae, muat be neatly folded with 
lining out and placed on the foot of the bed. 

(m) High ahoea, neatly bla^skened, and overslioea arniu>re<1 in 
line under the foot of the bed. 

(n) Clocks to be in the window sill. 

{o) Indian clubs and dumb-bells on the floor under the window 
aill. 

423. None but authorized articles shall be allowed in rooms. 

424. No citrtaina ahall be hung, or nails driven into walla or 
woodwork, nor ahall the walla be marked or defaced. 

420. Midshipmen are forbidden to write upon or to deface in 
any way the chaira, desks, or tables uaed by them. 

426. No map, picture, or piece of writing, escept as directed, 
shall he affixed to the walla or wardroljes, but photographs may 
be affixed to the inside of the wardrobe doora with thumb lacks. 

427. Windows of study rooms shall be open, except in very had 
weather, between morning roll call and after breakfast; and also 
during the absence of both occupants of the room. 

428. Bedroom windows ahall, except in very severe weather, 
always be open fi inches from the top. The ventilator louvre under 
steam heaters shall always he kept open, except in very severe 
weather. The ventilator louvre under the heater in study rooms 
shall be open whenever ateam is on the heater. 

429. Window blinds ahall be raised all the way durhig the 
absence of both occupants of the room, and shall always be raised 
fully preparatory to the ten fifteen (10.15) a. m. inspection for 
neatness of room. 

430. Midshipmen shall not appear at the windows improperly 
dressed, and while dressing they shall guard a^iust exposing them- 
selves by closing the bHnds, if necessary. 

431. Lights ahall be burned only when necessary; they shall 
always be turned out in the absence of both occupants oE the room; 
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they shall be put out at taps by the midshipman in charge of room 
immediately after room inspection, and no light shall be burned 
during the night except by authority. No light shall be burned 
during the day except by permission of the OflBcer in Charge. 

432. Midshipmen are forbidden to sit in the windows, or to 
throw anything from the windows or into the corridor. 

(a) They are forbidden to sit or lie upon their beds between 
7.50 a. m. and 9.30 p. m., except on Saturdays and Sundays after 
dinner. 

(6) They shall not play on a musical instrument, make any noise, 
or talk loudly in study hours. 

(c) They shall not sit up after taps. 

(d) They shall not remove from the room assigned them. 

(e) They shall not enter an unoccupied room. 

(/) They shall not send out an attendant for any purpose during 
his working hours. 

(g) They shall not be allowed out of their rooms after taps, 
except in case of an urgent call of nature. 

433. They shall report to the midshipman in charge if they 
find it necessary to leave their rooms between taps and 11 p. m., 
and shall be reported for the same. 

434. They shall attend to necessary calls of nature, for the night, 
between gunfire and warning call. * When the latter is sounded 
they shall repair promptly to their rooms. At taps they shall turn 
in and keep silence. 

435. They shall not visit another room during study hours, 
except in the case of cadet officers who may visit rooms within the 
limits of their commands. 

436. They shall not absent themselves from their rooms un- 
necessarily. 

437. Midshipmen desiring to visit bulletin boards shall obtain 
permission of the midshipman in charge of the floor on which the 
bulletin board may be situated. 

438. They shall have their wash clothes ready for the laundry by 
7 a. m. on Monday, small pieces being in the bottom of the bag. 
The clothes bag shall not be placed in the corridor before 6 a. m. 
or after 7 a. m. on that day. Wash clothes shall be taken into the 
rooms from corridors on the day they are returned from the laundry. 
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439. They aball exeidse care in makiog oQt their wash liiita. 
Mnnifeet errors in bo doing will be reported. A list of inaccuraciea 
observed on the return of their clothinj; muat be handed into the 
senior aaaietant to the Coniuiandant of Midshipmen by 9 a. lu. of 
the Monday following. 

440. They shall rise, uncover, and stand at attention while the 
Offiisr in Cbarge, Officer of the Day, or company oiBcer is inspect- 
ing the room. 

441. When rooms are entered by the Midshipman in Charge tor 
the purgiose of delivering mail, passing orders, and carrying out the 
routine the occupants need not rise, but shall receive him in a 
respectful manner. 

442. They shall not be absent from their rooms during the morn- 
ing inspection by the Officer in Charge, except on duty; at this in- 
spection one of the occupants of the room shalJ hold the door open 
mitil the departure of the inspecting officer. 

443. Theyshall on Sundays be in their roomsat 9.30 a. m. iufull 
dress, and remain there until the retreat ia sounded. 

444. They shall at inspection open the doors of their wardrobes 
and the table drawers. 

446. They shall at night jilace the shoes to be blackened by the 
servants just inside the room door. They are responsible for the 
condition of their shoes and must have them properly blackened 
and the overshoes clean. 

446. Upon turning out at reveillemidshipmen shall turn the mat- 
tresses, lay the bed clothes neatly across the foot of the bed, and 
hang night shirts or pajamas at head of bed. 

447. The midshipmen in each room shallaltemate in performing 
the duties "in char^te of room." The tour of duty shall be one 
week, and shall begin at reveille on Sunday. 

448. In the complete suites, consisting of study rooms, tvro bed- 
rooms, and a bath, the midshipman in charge of the room shall be re- 
sponsible for the condition o£ the bathroom and closet during his 
tour of duty. Where midshipmen are quartered in one double room, 
with twosmallsleepingrooms on the opposite side of the hall, all (our 
of the midshipmen are entitled to use the bath attached to the two 
smaller rooms. In these cases, the midshipman in charge of the 
large room shall be responsible tor the condition of the liath and 
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cloeet from the 1st to the 15th of the month, inclusive, and themid- 
ahipman in charge oE the two connecting aniall rooms shall be respon- 
sible for the condition of the bath and cloaet (or the remainder of 
the month. 

449- Great care must be taken to prevent the emptj'ing of slops 
or anything liable io atop the Ijathroom drains or to cause foul odore. 

460. Shower baths shall not be used between a. m. roll call and 4.30 
p. ra. nor during evening study hours, except on Saturdays and hol- 
idays, when they may lie used after forenoon inspection. After 
using the bath, the room shall always be dried and cleaned and 
habitually kept in that condition. 

401. Tub baths may be had during recreation hours and after9 
p. m., by permission of the Officer in Chai^. 

462. The plate " In charge of room " shall be on the wardrobe 
of the midshipman performing the duty; the one coming on duty 
shall be held responsible for changing the plate. 

4K3. He shall be responsible for the general cleanliness oE the 
room, and of such furniture as is used by both ocinipant? in common, 
and for the observance of r^[ulations in the room. 

4fi4. He shall be responsible for the preservation of al! public 
property used in the room by both occupants, and shall see that the 
regulations about lights are obeyed. 

40S. He shall sweep out and prepare the room for early morning 
inapection by 7.50 a. m. daily. The sweepings from the rooms shall 
be put into the adjoining passage, from which theyshall be removed 
at oncH by a servant. On Sunday this time is extended to 8.45, after 
which no sweepings shall be thrown into the corridor. 

4B6. He shall notallow food to be prepared, nor an enterttunment 
ta be given in his room. 

467. When a room has but one occupant he shall have theduties 
and responsibilities of midshipman in charge of room. 

468. When the midshipman in charge of a room is on the sick 
list, or is on duty, his roommate shall act in his place. 

469. In the alisence of the niidshipinan in charge of room, the 
other occupant will lie held responsible for infractions of regulations 
in the room, iE present. 

400. Midshipmen on duty, and those on the sick list not in sick 
qnarters, shall lie held responsible for the condition of tlieir ward- 
robes, table drawers, and toilet articles. 
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461. Trunks, valises, satchels, handbags, eto,, shall not be allowed 
in tberoouis; they must be marked with theowner's name and tamed 
in to the ma£t«r-at-a.rms for safe-keeping; access to them will be per- 
mitted only by permieeion of the Commandant of Midshipmea. 

462. Money and valuables shall not beleft lying about the rooma. 

463. No oneshall enter a miiiBhipman's room during study hours, 
except on duty, without the permission of the Commandant of 
Midshipmen . 

4S4. Midshipmen shall not visit the basement daring etudy honre 
witliout permission of tlie Officer in Charge, or, in his absence, 
the Officer of the Day. 

460. Midshipmen are forbidden to ait, lounge, or loiter around 
the niain doors or the entrance steps of Bancroft Hall, 

466. No midshipman shall introduce any person into the raeaa 
ball or quarters without permission of the Officer in Chai^, or any 
improper character within the academic limits. 

467. The reception room is for the accommodation of the friends 
of midshipmen.

471. Midshipmen wishing ofiiciBi interviews with the Superin- 
tendent can have them on any day, Sunday excepted, when not 
engaged in their stcdiea or recitations. All business they may have 
with him sliall be transacted at his office, and not at his quarters. 

472. Written communii-ations from midshipmen lo the Superin- 
tendent shall beforwarded through tbeCommandant of MiilshipmetL 

473. Midshipmen having cause of complaint against any person 
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connected with the Academy may make it known in writing to the 
Superintendent, through the Commandant of Midshipmen. 

474. Midshipmen having business with the Commandant of 
Midshipmen shall apply to the Officer in Charge for permission to 
visit his office, stating the nature of their business. 

475. No midshipman shall visit the office of the Commandant of 
Midshipmen, or of the Officer in Charge, except on duty. » 

476. No midshipman shall address an instructor on the subject 
of marks without permission from the Superintendent. 

477. No midshipman shall address an officer or midshipman who 
has reported a delinquency on the subject of such report without 
permission from the Superintendent, and officers and midshipmen 
shall not converse with offenders on the subject of such reports 
without permission. 

478. Midshipmen shall not go to the house or office of any offi- 
cer to make a complaint or request in greater num])ers than three 
at a time, and then only after obtaining written permission from the 
Superintendent through the Commandant of Midshipmen. 

479. All orders coming through a midshipman on duty, a cadet 
officer, or a cadet petty officer, are official and must be obeyed 
accordingly. 

480. A message conveyfed to an officer or midshipman by a mes- 
senger of the Superintendent or Commandant of Midshipmen, re- 
quiring his attendance, or the sending of any book or pai>er, or 
answer to a communication, shall be regarded as official. 

481. In official intercourse between or in reference to midship- 
men the title "Mr." shall be used. 

482. In all official communications in writing, the title "Mid- 
shipman," and not "Mr." shall be used. 

483. In all official intercourse with their seniors, or with each 
other, midshipmen shall be careful to use proper language. The 
use of slang terms will be reported as disrespect. 

CONDUCT GRADES.

XXXII.— WATCHMEN AND POLICE FOECE. 

644. The watchmen and police force shall be under the direction 
of the Commandant of Midshipmen and his assistants. They shall 
guard all public property, and report any violations of the regula- 
tions which may tend to impair the buildings or grounds. 
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646. Watchmen and masters-at-arms shall be regarded as special 
police with powers to make arrests or inspections, in order to pre- 
serve good order or to protect public property. All arrests to be 
immediately reported to the Officer in Charge. 

646. They shall prevent the entrance and report the departure 
of all unauthorized persons from the grounds. 

647. The captain of the watch shall inspect the watchmen on duty 
from time to time during the day and night, and shall see that their 
duties are properly performed. 

648. He shall patrol the grounds during the day and occasionally 
at night. He shall be on duty at all public entertainment^, see the 
fire hose in readiness, and remain in attendance until lights are 
extinguished. 

649. He shall receive the reports of the watchmen, notify the 
Officer in Charge immediately of anything amiss, and daily report 
to the Commandant of Midshipmen at 9 a. m. 

660. The watchmen shall ring the work bell and the fire alarm. 

661. They shall keep a lookout in the rear of officers' quarters 
and around Bancroft Hall. 

662. The masters-at-arms, or their assistants, shall remain in the 
buildings during the absence of the midshipmen or while they are 
at meals. 

663. The masters-at-arms shall accompany the officers in charge 
of divisions at forenoon inspections, and shall be responsible for the 
general cleanliness of all parts of the midshipmen's quarters except 
their rooms. 

664. They shall remain on duty from 6 a. m. until 10 p. m. daily, 
except at such times as the Commandant of Midshipmen may give 
them permission to be absent. 

666. The Officer in Charge may give them leave for not more 
than one hour, for special reasons, in his discretion. 

666. They shall see that the kitchen fires are extinguished when 
the cooks leave the buildings; and at 8 p. m. they shall put out all 
unnecessary lights in the basement, when they will report to that 
effect to the Officer in Charge. 

667. They shall light up the corridors at the proper time. 

668. The orderlies shall extinguish all lights that can be dispensed 
with at 10.30 p. m. and frequently visit all floors between taps and 
reveille.
